They will be selected by a 
group of 5,000 volunteer re¬ 
searchers, each of whom will 
be responsible for keeping 
track of 10 cooperating fam¬ 
ilies during the next six 
years. 

The Health Habit Study Is 
part of a nationwide epi¬ 
demiological survey launched 
by the American Cancer So¬ 
ciety to try to shed more 
light on the reasons why 
some people get cancer and 
others do not. 

“In simple terms, it is a 
study of the relationship of 
human living habits to can¬ 
cer,” Dr. Fisher explained. 

“The occurrence of cancer 
will be correlated with such 
factors as heredity, environ¬ 
ment, diet, occupational in¬ 
fluences, standards of living, 
and air pollution,” he said.

1 N a complete reversal of the 
usual wildlife situation, Fed¬ 
eral and State biologists have 
been working for several years to 
eliminate one particular species 
of wildlife from one particular is¬ 
land off the Coast of California— 
and the project is not yet termed 
a complete success. The battle 
has been taking place on Santa 
Barbara Island, one of two Islands 
of the Channel Islands National 
Monument oft the Ventura-I-os 
Angeles coast. The enemy? the 
rabbit. 

Millions of years ago, Santa 
Barbara island was cut off from 
the mainland. Because of this iso¬ 
lation, it was able to develop and 
maintain ancient species of plant 
and bird life—particularly a giant 
sunflower, a song sparrow, and 
other flowers and small animals 
found nowhere else. 

Early fishermen brought goats, 
sheep and rabbits. When the dam¬ 
age being done to the island be¬ 
came apparent, the sheep were 
removed. During World War IL 
New Zealand rabbits were iritro- 
duced as a possible emergency 
source of food. A period of less 
than normal rainfall caused the 
rabbit population to literally "ex¬ 
plode.” The animals girdled trees 
and shrubs and ate up everything 
in sight. 

The National Park Service, Fish 
and Wildlife Service and Califor¬ 
nia Department of Fish and Game 
undertook a joint program to eli¬ 
minate rabbits from the island. 
The first year, they shot 500; the 
second year shooting and the use 
of poison accounted for 2,500.

Penicillin, for Instance, 
is practically a specific for 
scarlet fever and this means 
that it is usually a quick 
and sure remedy. It reduces 
the patient’s temperature to 
normal and eliminates the 
rash in about four days. 

So efficient is modern 
treatment considered that 
immunization against scar¬ 
let fever is considered im¬ 
practical, and the Dick test 
for susceptibility to the dis¬ 
ease is rarely employed.

AMENDING CHAPTER 3 
OP ARTICLE IX OP THE
